SENATE IS SCENE 
OF BITTER DEBATE 
OVER REVAMPING 


Gillette Urges Legisla- 
tion To Forbid High 
Tribunal To Void Acts 
of Congress If Two or 
More Members Dissent.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—(CAP) 
Senator Wheeler, Democrat, Mon- 
tana, bluntly charged “dictatorship” 
and efforts to ‘“‘pack” the supreme 
court tonight after the irrepressible 
dispute over President Roosevelt’s 
court reorganization proposal had 
flared for the first time into a bit- 
ter senate debate. 

Before a crowded chamber, si- 
lently attentive, Chairman Ashurst, 
of the senate judiciary committee, 
defended the White House program, 
as “the mildest” of proposals, and 
Senator Robinson, the Democratic 
leader, a’serted a campaign had 
been organized to defeat it by con- 
trol of publicity outlets. 

The grimly determined foes of 
the Roosevelt program made little 
response to the arguments present- 
ed in the senate, but tonight. both 
Wheeler and Representative Guyer, 
Republican, Kansas, another avowed 
opponent, carried their causee to the 
publie with radio speeches, 

Packing Charged. 

“A liberal cause was never won by 
stacking a deck of cards, nor by stuff- 
ing a ballot box, nor by packing a 
court,” said Wheeler in a speech pre- 
pared for delivery. “The trail of true 
progressivism is long but it is right.” 

Asserting that “if there must be die- 
tatorship in America.” it should be 
that of the people, the Montanan said 
he was “opposed to the executiwe 
branch of the government usurping 
the powers ‘either of the legislative 
branch or of the judicial branch and 
the proposal of the administration has 
for its purpose only that.” 

Interrupting a lengthy speech by 
Ashurst, who introduced the bill pre- 
pared by the administration to put aix 
new justices on the supreme court, 
Robinson said “There is a strongly or- 
ganized force seeking to control every 
publicity agency in the United States 
to ery down this plan for the reorgant- 
zation of the judiciary as something 
unfair and subversive.

Fire of Opposition. 

“The whole fire of the opposition 
has been concentrated and directed on 
the proposal as it relates to the su- 
preme court.” Robinson said. “I want 
someone to tell me why a different 
rule either with respect to retirement 
cr with respect to the yh epee of 
additional judges shall be applied to 
the district courts and to the circuit 
courts of appeal from that which is 
applied to the supreme court of the 
United States. 

“If it is admitted that as to the 
jndges of the so-called inferior courts 
there comes a time in life when phys- 
ical and mental powers are diminish 
and impaired, I ask what is there...

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—(4)— 
Representative E. E. Cox, Georgia 
Democrat, said tonight enactment of

“If the constitution is not adjusted 
to the present-diy needs and should 
be amended then the fault is that of 
congress in not submitting the ques- 
tion to the people.” 

Attacks Cummings. 

Referring to Attorney General Cum- 
mings’ speech in favor of the Presi- 
dent's proposal, Cox asked whether 
“the attorney general was speaking as 
a great constitutional lawyer or as a 
mere politician when he made this 
assault upon the court.” 

“The advocates of change,” Cox 
said, “charge the supreme court with 
responsibility for all constitutional 
limitations on legislative power, and 
therefore, for the defeat of so-called 
progressive legislation. or acts of con- 
gress held contrary thereto... If 
law is bad, then the legislative body 
ig responsible for it, not the court.” 

Cox said “it is by no means pleasing 
to me to take a position contrary to 
that of my party chief” but “this 
proposal, however, transcends in im- 
portance all party welfare.” 

Strikes at Roots. 

“It is something that strikes at 
the very root of things, and if put 
into effect would bring about not only 
a shifting of the powers of govrern- 
ment, but a change in the form of 
government.”

France Grows 


Impatient. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 19.—Gener- 
al Gamelin, the chief of the French 
general staff, who has been watch- 
ing the evolution of the Spanish civil 
war situation very closely, has inform- 
ed Premier Leon Blum that the hour 
has come when France, in order to 
safeguard her own interests, must put 
a stop to the slow conquest of Spain by 
Signer Mussolini and Herr Hitler. At 
the same time, the French press, right 
and left alike, published a sensational 
document which shows that the Span- 
ish rightists when they were in pow- 
er in 1934 under Lerroux and Robles 
sold to a group of German munitions 
and armament trusts virtually all the 
mines of Spain. The victory of the pop- 
ular front at the polls in February, 
1936, made the fulfilment of this con- 
tract impossible of course. And that 
is why General Franco, after a long 
visit to Hitler early in May, 1936, 
raised the standard of revolt. 

Germany wants the raw materials of 
Spain. She cannot get them from the 
Caballero government, but expects 
huge concessions from General Franco 
if and when he is victorious. 

Neither France, Germany, Italy nor 
Russia is the least bit interested, dip- 
lomatically speaking, in the political 
ideology prevalent in Spain. When 
Mussolini Says he cannot permit the 
establishment of a Soviet government 
in Catalonia, that is eye wash. You 
can hardly expect him to say that he 
wants a share with Germany in 
Spain’s natural resources. Moreover. 
nobody has the slightést intention of 
setting up a Soviet government in 
Spain except a handful of Communists 
who lack all influence. The internal af- 
fairs of Spain are not a casus belli to 
any of the great powers. But the nat- 
ural resources of Spain and North Af- 


rica are. 

The cautious M. Yvon _ Delbos, 
France’s foreign minister, has done 
his utmost to prevent the civil war 


from becoming the start of a general 


conflict. ThesFrench government has 


hoped for a compromise, as Mr. Blum, 
the premier, informed me in Novem- 
ber, when he said that he expected 
that Germany and Italy would desist 
when they realized that their support 
of General Franco could not remain 
indifferent to France. 

But they have not desisted. Italian 
troops, it appears, took part in the 
capture of Malaga, while Italian sub- 
marines prevented the Loyalist flect 
from running out of Alicante. This is 
the incident that prompted General 
Gamelin to warn the French govern- 
ment that the limit has been reached 
and that France must now act for her 
own safety and security. 

M. Blum’'s newspaper, Le Populaire, 
followed by a warning that France 
will “directly intervene in Spain on 
the side of the Valencia government 
unless Italy and Germany stop imme- 
diately their sabotage of the non-inter- 
vention agreement and international 
control is made effective’ straight 
away. 

The French council of ministers as- 
sembled and the supreme military com- 
mand was called together to the Hotel 
Des Invalides. Today the 200,000 men 
in the southern French garrison towns 
are under marching orders at a mo- 
ment’s notice. In other words a threat 
of war exists. 

Will Germany dare to go on and 
let it come to a war? Will Mussolini 
take another bold step and endeavor 
to force through his designs? The an- 
swer is in the negative. Germany is 
not in a position to fight France at 
present and even less fight France 
supported by her allies, Czechoslovakia 
and the Soviet Union. Germany has no 
war stocks on hand and no raw mate- 
rials and no money. Mussolini is 
enough of a realist to know that the 
French soldiers are not Ethiopian 
tribesmen. He has no money either. 
So what? Britain will have to act 
arbiter. She will. of course, propose 
compromise. That will be rejected 
both by Franco and Valencia. But in 
the meantime, international control 
will be established at the Spanish 
ports. France is in earnest about that 
and could enforce it all alone if neces- 
sary, although Britain will assist. In-

INEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


NOCEN WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Henry Wallace, the agricul- 
- = ture secretary, has been insisting all along that he is 
just a hayseéd Puritan in the political. world of Washington. He just 
cannot seem to understand politics—he says. 

Some doubt about it arose during the last presidential campaign, 
when Mr. Wallace played Little Red Riding Hood to Governor Landon’s 
wolf throughout the farm belt, and won every state, including Kansas. 

After what happened in the secret meeting of his recent committee 
of 18 farm legislation framers here recently, it has become increasingly 
evident that Mr. Wallace’s beard is getting a little heavy for the Red 


Riding Hood role. 
EXPERIENCE It did not get out at the time, but there was one thing 
in Mr. Wallace’s official manuscript for the farm con- 
ference that the farm representatives declined to read from his prepared 
script. They were ready to back him on ever-normal granary, crop in- 
surance, soil conservation and all the other things, but they scratched 
their ears when they saw he wanted to continue the soil conservation 
and domestic allotment act until 1942. His ally, Chairman Jones of the 
house agriculture committee, had then gone so far as to introduce the 
official Wallace bill in congress, proposing extension until 1942. 

The farm representatives reminded each other that there would be 
another presidential election in 1940 and that Mr. Wallace was being 
prominently mentioned as a possible candidate of the new orger. 

Note—Incidentally, most of the agricultural congressmen are now 
confessing they did not really mean it when they wrote the law that the 
soil conservation and allotment act was to be turned over to the various 
states in 1938. In the words of one member of the Jones committee, 
they “just put that in for the benefit of the supreme court.” 

Such a disguise of the real purposes of federal control is now no 
longer considered to be essential, but it will be perpetuated to 1940 as 
a matter of routine. 


PURPOSE The farm program seems to be simply.this: Wallace in- 

tends to build up reserves this year by encouraging pro- 
duction; if surpluses accumulate, he wants to make commodity loans; 
and then, in the year after the commodity loans are made, he wants to 
control production drastically to protect his loans. 

The government intends to keep the following balls in the air at 
the same time: Commodity loans, crop insurance, soil conservation, 
loans to farm tenants, mild production control, drastic production control, 
buying of surpluses. 

These balls will probably be juggled whether or not the President 
gets control of the supreme court, but, if the President’s court proposal 
does not go through, the ever-normal granary ball may not go very high. 
Wallace dare not make extensive commodity loans without having the 
power to control production drastically the following years. Otherwise, 
the government would get stuck with commodities at a loss, as the old 
farm board did. 

However, Wallace’s recent dire warning that supreme court repack- 
ing is vital to the success of his plans was generally recognized simply 
as an attempt to rally support for the President’s move. 


NAVAL AUXILIARY President Roosevelt has been quietly meeting 
with ship operators. Another series of White 
House conferences is expected next week. He seems to be interested 
in avoiding further strikes and in building up a “naval auxiliary (this 
phrase is likely to be popularized instead of the old ‘“‘merchant marine’). 
No commercial keels have been laid in two years, and there is much talk 
of reviving American shipping, although it is not yet clear how the idea 
will fit in with the unsettled neutrality program. 
Appointments to the maritime commission have been delayed until 
the President can canvass the shipping situation. 


DEBATE It appears some senators are writing their own speeches 
on the court issue. That always has been considered a 

dangerous practice in organized drives. It has resulted this time in con- 

siderable confusion among the advocates of Mr. Roosevelt's proposal. 

For instance, advocating Senator Minton took the air to argue that 
the President should have the right to ‘unpack’ the supreme court by 
packing it with new judges. 

Then came advocating Senator McAdoo, arguing the President would 
never, never think of packing the court, but merely wanted to help the 
overworked judges. 

Third came advocating Senator Byrnes, saying the President intended 
to pack the court and it was a good thing. 

The opposition had decided to remain quiet, permitting the pro- 
ponents to conduct what amounted to an unintentional debate among 
themselves.

salary of $25,000 a year, has declared 
an end to the emergency which re- 
quired reductions in the pay of 110,- 
000 employes of New York city whose 
base wage is $2, a year, or more, 
and who pay no federal income tax 
on these salaries. 

Many of them pay no state tax, 
either, although people in private 
business or private employ who live 
in Governor Lehman’s state have to 
pay both taxes on incomes in the 
same brackets. In fact, your corre- 
spondent knows a young woman earn- 
ing one-tenth of Governor Lehman’s 
tax-exempt salary who pays both fed- 
eral and state taxes, and is allowed 
no exemption for a younger sister's 
education because the sister is more 
than 18 and not a dependent in the 
strict legal sense, 

Although the Governor sees the end 
of the emergency which compelled the 
reduction of tax-exempt salaries, he 
does not yet see the end of the same 
emergency for those who provide his 
own $25,000 a year, including the 
young woman with the nondependent 
but otherwise necessitous sister. The 
btm woman still has the special 
privilege of contributing out of her 
salary an extra erneeey income tax 
of 1 per cent imposed by Governor 
Lehman for the period of the emer- 
gency. 

Perhaps it is a mere coincidence 
that the Governor discovered a way 
to increase the salaries of 110,000 
voters in the public service whose 
salaries already were nicely within 
the income tax brackets but all ex- 
empt from federal taxation and, in 
many cases, from state taxation as 
well. This is a mayoralty year in 
New York, and it is hard to see how 
this generosity to a well-paid mass of 
citizens, already enjoying an impor- 
tant advantage over the tax-paying 
types, will react against his party.

Your correspondent observes an in- 
teresting reaction on the part of the 
dead-head element of the nation, the 
tax-exempt employes of the federal, 
state, county and city governments, to 
the proposal that they should pay in 
their brackets on a common footing 
with those who support them. They 
have been exempt so long that they 
deem it outrageous to propose their 
inclusion in the tax group. Even 
though a person in private employ 
must pay taxes on an income of, say, 
$2,000 a year, a public employe, with 
his job protection and _ his pension 
benefits, nevertheless feels that he is 
the object of persecution or a hate- 
campaign when it is suggested that 
he and his next-door neighbor should 
be treated alike. 

The subject is large, and is con- 
fused by the fact that manv states 
have no state income tax. Thus, in 
Chicago and throughout Illinois, the 
entire public pay roll, an amount 
which would be appalling if the totals 
were not hidden in purposely jumbled 
public records, is free of all income 
tax. In New York, at least, certain 
groups of state, county and city em- 
ployes are nominally included in the 
state tax. The inclusion is more 
nominal than practical, however, for 
public servants usually get their jobs 
through political pull, and the same 
pull protects them in the highly im- 
probable event of their being checked 
for the tax.

IS SUPREME COURT 
SACROSANCT? 

Editor Constitution: An astonish- 
ing feature manifest in some of the 
current discussion concerning the pro- 
posed changes in the supreme court 
is the idea that the high tribunal is 
sacrosanct and above change or modi- | 
fication. A reading of the constitution | 
would seem to disabuse one’s mind of 
such thought, but seemingly many peo- 
ple form their opinions without realiz- 
ing the relation of the supreme court 
to the other two departments of gov- 
ernment. 

The supreme court is one of three 
branches or departments of the Amer- 
ican government. The supreme court 
is no more above change, no more be- 
yond criticism, no less than the serv- 
ant of the people than the American 
congress or the presidency. 

It was not intended by the found- 
ers of the republic that the supreme | 
court should become a super-legisiative | 
body, bloexing the expressed will of 
the people. 

The supreme court is not sacrosanct. 
Proposals concerning the court should 
he dealt with in the same sane and for- 
ward-looking manner as would be the 
case in regard to the legislative or 
the executive branch of our govern- 
ment, CARL BROOME.

ATLANTANS CHARMED 


BY ARTUR SCHNABEL 


Beethoven’s Greatest Inter- 
preter Acclaimed Enthu- 
siastically After Concert. 


By MARGARET WALKER. 

Rarely do Atlanta music lovers 
have the opportunity of hearing so 
great an artist as Artur Schnabel, 
famed Austrian pianist who appeared 
in concert last night at the Woman’s 
Club under the auspices of the At- 
lanta Music Club. This marked the 
first Atlanta performance given by 
the man who is considered the finest 
Beethoven interpreter in the world, 
and his superb playing held _ spell- 
bound the audience who filled . the 
club auditorium. 

Schnabel began his program with 
the Sonata in A major (post-humous) 
by Schubert, which consisted of six 
movements. In this work the artist 
displayed superb technique, and his 
contrasts of touch were truly great. 
The Scherzo was the outstanding 
movement, but there was perfection 
in his interpretation of the different 
movements, and no. matter what lib- 
erties he took, he preserved his tempo. 

It was somewhat disappointing 
that Mr. Schnabel’s program included 
so little Beethoven. His reason for 
the selection of the Beethoven group 
he played next, the Fantasie, Op. 77, 
Six Bagatelles, and Rondo a capriccio, 
Op. 129, G major, was revealed in a 


letter received by an Atlanta musician. 
She wrote the pianist, asking why 
he did not play Beethoven's Sonata, 
Op. III, and his reply was that this 
composition was heavy, and he would 
have to-conclude his program with it. 
And he wished to play Schumann’s 
Die Davidsbundlertanze as a climax 
last evening. However, he said, “I 
would like very much to play this 
sonata next year in Atlanta.” 

A sympathetic understanding of 
Beethoven’s music was revealed by 
this outstanding exponent of the Les- 
chetizsky school of playing. ‘The 
Fantasie was played with sublety, a 
characteristic which he_ displayed 
throughout his program. One moment 
he caressed the keys, and the next 
moment he bore upon them with all 
the power of his marvelous strength. 


The climax of the Beethoven group 


was the Rondo a capriccio, which was 
played with unbelievable speed, dis- 
playing marvelous scalework. 

In the last number, the celebrated 
Schumann Die Davidsbundlertanze, 
Op. 6, which was so often played in 
Leschetizsky's classes by his great 
pupils, the former pupil of the great 
master gave a poetic rendition of the 
18 brief episodes which merged into 
each other. These episodes revealed 
the romance hetween the composer 
and his wife, Clara Wieck. 

Thunderous applause rewarded 
Schnabel’s performance and his ¢on- 
cert last evening will long remain in 
the memories of the Atlantans who 
heard him.

It coet Risko $10,000 to lose this 
fight. In fact, his seat in the corner 
of the ring opposite Steele was by 
far the most expensive seat in the 
house. The judges who gave Fred- 
erick the decision paid absolutely 
nothing to get in. It was Risko’s 
party. 

The Babe (nee Harry Pylkowski) 
had guaranteed Steele $25.000. He 
expected to pay this sensational sum 
out of his end of the gate. which 
amounted to 60 per cent. But the 
gross receipts were enly $17.000 and 
you can figure out the size of Risko’s 
headache for yourself: He will he 
chewing aspirin for a month to come. 

It wasn’t a close fight. By yonr 
correspondent’ s score card, Steele won 
nine of the fifteen rounds. Three 
were Risko’s, and three were even. 
On top of which. Steele’s best round, 
the sixth, in which he hurled Risko 
against the ropes and rocked him with 
hooks to the face and body, was 
awarded to the challenger because of 
(a low punch by Steele. 

The battle went strictly according 
to the form chart, except that the 
champion proved stronger in the elos- 
ing rounds than anyone expected him 
to be.

Indoor Track Stars Re- 
new Assault on Records 
at Garden.

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—(#)—The 
classic mile, forced to the background 
last week by Don Lash’s record-smash- 
ing two-mile performance at Boston, 
moves back into the spotlight tomor- 
row night when stars of the board 
tracks renew their assault on the rec- 
ord book in the New York A. C. 
games at Madison Square Garden. 

Except for the absence of Cham- 
pion Jack Lovelock, the famous Bax- 
ter mile will be a duplicate of the 
Olympic 1,500-meter run with five of 
the finalists at Berlin slated to toe 
the mark. 

Glenn Cunningham, world record 
holder and runner-up to Lovelock at 
Berlin, is favored to continue his cur- 
rent sweep of the boards. The addi- 
tion of Luigi Beceali, Italy’s 1932 
Olympic titleholder who ran third at. 
Berlin, has brought out a new chal- 
lenge to the burly Kansan’s record of 
4:08.4. Beccali, in this country 
studying road construction, will make 
his indoor debut in thi’ race. 

Lash dominates the two-mile field 
but the presence of several fast rivals 
may force him to better the new rec- 
ord of 8:58 he hung up at Boston. 
Tommy Deckard, lLash’s Indiana 
teammate who won the Millrose two- 
mile, as well as the Rideout twins, 
Wayne and Blaine, of North Texas 
Teachers; Norman Bright, of the 
Olympic Club, San Francisco: Ray 
Sears, of Butler, and Joe McCluskey, 
New York A. C. veteran, will furnish 
the competition. 

George Varoff, who lifted the pole 
vault record to 14 feet 4 7-8 inches 
at Boston, has returned to the Uni- 
versity of Oregon but three men who 
cleared 14 feet in the same meet will 
be on hand. They are Earle Meadows, 
Southern California’s Olympic cham- 
pion; Sueo Oye, of Japan, who vault- 
ed 14 feet 3 inches in his American 
debut, and Oscar Sutermeister, for- 
mer Harvard star. 

The remainder of the program is 
studded with stars. Perrin Waiker, 
Georgia Tech’s great sprinter; Marty 
Glickman, of Syracuse: Ben John- 
son, of Columbia, and Eulace Peacock, 
of Temple, head the 60-yard dash 
field. 

John Woodruff, Pittsburgh, lanky 
800-meter Olympic champion, and 
Abe Rosenkrantz, of Miehigan Normal, 
top a field of seven in the Halpin 
mile run. Woodruff failed at the 600- 
yard distance in the Millrose games 
but figures to do better in the longer 
event. 

The 60-yard high hurdles will bring 
together Jack Donovan, of Dart- 
mouth, and Sam Allen, of Oklahoma 
Baptist, who finished one, two, re- 
spectively, at Boston after the slim 
Sooner had lowered the world record 
for 45-yard hurfles to 5.7 seconds in 
a trial heat. James B. Herbert, New 
York University’s unbeaten freshman. 
Eddie O’Brien, of Syracuse, and Al 
Fitch, of California, will hook up in 
the Buermeyer “500.” 

The high jump, shotput, eight re- 
lays and four handicap events com- 
plete the program.

Portugal Agrees To Join in 
Patroling of All Ports; 26: 
Nations in Pact. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—(4)}—Twenty- 
six European nations—with Portu- 
gal’s help apparently assured—tonight 
virtually completed plans to encircle 
war-ravaged Spain with prying eyes, 
vigilant to halt men and munitions at 
midnight Saturday.

estate, said today he had accepted $500 
expense money in his efforts to trace

Shaver, of Holland county, Virginia, 
to Mrs. Garrett. 

Mr. Wickel said he did not get “one 
penny for my time” in his work for 
persons who seek a share of the estate 
through the claim of relationship to 
Shaver and Mrs. Garrett. 

Clinton A. Sowers and George Ross, 
examiners at the hearing, hinted fre- 
quently in questioning witnesses that 
syndicates and family agreements had 
been entered into by groups of the 
20,000 claimants to the Garrett snuff 
fortune. 

Mrs. Garrett died six years ago, 
leaving a will which disposed of only 
$62,000 of the estate. 

“I was not a member of a syndi- 
cate,” Mr. Wickel said. “I knew of 
their existence and at the request of 
my attorney, I tried to find out some- 
thing about them.”

2,000 Suspects Are Jailed; 


70 Face ‘Cure-or-Die’

SHANGHAI, Feb. 19.—()—“Be 
cured or die” sentences were clapped 


on 40 convicted habitual users of nar- 
cotics today and 2,000 suspects were 
jammed into jails and temples of the 
so-called model city of Nantung, 75 
miles northwest of Shanghai.

Nantung’s prisons were crowded to 
capacity, and use of temples as tem- 
porary detention centers was ordered.

Authorities said hundreds more were 
doomed to prison or death.

BATTLESHIP. TRAGEDY 
INVESTIGATED BY NAVY 


Survivors Relate That Deto- 
nator, Not Power Charge, 


Exploded. 


SAN PEDRO, Cal., Feb. 19.—(4)— 
In secrecy as close-guarded as that 
which surrounded the war games them- 
selves, the navy today investigated a 
battleship gun explosion which killed 
seven and left 13 wounded in the sham 
battle of San Clemente. 

Aboard the demilitarized battleship 
Wyoming, officers met in a board of 
inquest, surveyed the disaster scene in 
the casement where the five-inch gun 
exploded, then talked to surviving eye- 
witnesses. 

Their testimony was secret but the 
survirors told later of the tragic ac- 
cident. 

They said the ‘“‘warhead,” or detona- 
tor, of.a five-inch shell being shoved 
into gun No. 13 exploded, and not the 
800-pound powder charge, as the pow- 
der sack was about to be placed be- 
hind the shell. 

Chief Gunners Mate J. G. Berry, 
U. 8S. N., who had been supervising 
firing of the Wyoming’s guns, re- 
lated : 

“Tl was standing behind Captain 
Edward Trumble (one of those killed) 
in the casemate,” Berry said. “Cap- 
tain Trumble was looking into the 
barrel of the gun and one of the crew 
was starting the shell into the breech, 
when there was an awful blast. It 
blinded us. 

“By standing where he did, between 
me and the gun, Captain Trumble 
saved my life. He took the full force 
of the blast in our direction. An i 


ly blinded, staggering around the gun 
breech, holding the silken bag of pow- 
der in his arms. He was to have 
rammed the powder charge into the 
breech after the shell was in.”’ 

Other survivors said Berry then 
‘dashed to the loader, seized the pow- 
der and hurled it out of the casemate, 
away from danger of heat or sparks.
